A survey of city elementary 
schools showed absenteeism aver- 
aging under 25 per cent ‘‘but 
still very high,’’ Inbody said. 
“Thirty per cent of the students 
were absent at one elementary 
school,”” he added. 

Normal absenteeism in the high 
schools at this time of year is 
about 6 per cent, Inbody said. 
‘‘We are not able at this time to 
tell whether the illnesses have 
reached their peak,” he added. 

Dr. Gorowny O. Broun 
sor of internal medicine and di- 
rector of the virus laboratory of 
the St. Louis University Medical 
School, is attempting to Meéter- 
mine what kind of virus is 
causing the widespread respir- 
atory illnesses in the St. Louis 
area. He said it might be a

‘We shall promptly increase 
our assistance to your defense 
effort as well as help relieve the 
destruction of the floods which 
you describe.

U.S. Securities Cashed 
To Make Payment 
—Banks Notified All 
State Time Deposits 


May Be Needed.

Payments totaling $52,444,192 to 


the state’s public schools, largest 
such payments in Missouri his 
tory, were placed in 
today by state officials 

At the time, al! KS 
holding state time deposits were 
given notice by State Treasurer 
Milton Carpenter that up to 100 
per cent of the deposited funds 
may have to be wi 
in January 

Banks were notified at 
time because 30 days’ notice is 
required before a_ withdrawal 
can be made, Carpenter 
A total of 441 banks holding st 
funds received notification 

Today’s school payments 
clude $5,573,458 for St. Louis 
county school districts, and $4,- 
927,826 for the City of St. Louis. 
Other St. Louis area 
and the amounts the’ 
ceive are: Jefferson, 
Franklin, $507,723: 
Charles, $475,492 

The $52,000,000 is about 
000,000 more than was sent’ out 
a year ago. The larger figure is 
the result of the General As- 
sembly’s appropriating for the 
first time sufficient money for 
full financing of the schoo! foun- 
dation program. 

The current distribution brings 
the payments made under the 
School Foundation program in 
the current fiscal year to $78.- 
685,809, or 72 per cent the 
total appropriation. A previous 
payment of $26,241,617 was made 
in September, and the final dis- 
tribution of $30,550,711 will be 
made next March. 


Better Fiscal Planning. 


The decision to make immedi- 
ate payment was to enable bet- 
ter fiscal planning for 1962 by 
individual schools, Carpenter 
said. The schools may deposit 
the money and earn interest 
until the funds are needed, he 
added. 

The payments were taken pri- 
marily from United States se- 
curities which the state owned. 
Carpenter said he cashed in 
$48,000,000 in securities, leaving 
about $10,000,000 invested. 

The securities were earning 
an interest rate of roughly 2.2 
per cent, he said. Bank time 
deposits earn one per cent for 
the state. 

Carpenter explained that the 
securities rather than the de- 
posits were used at this time 
because a large withdrawal of 
funds might have a serious im- 
pact on the state’s economy. 

Banks are able to use the 
state deposits for loans which 
in turn are converted i..to pur- 
chases, he said. These pur 
chases earn the state money 
through increased sales tax rev- 
enues, he added. 


May Need Bank Deposits. 

One month from now the state 
may have no choice ‘but to take 
the bank funds, he asserted. 

The state has about $28,000,000 
in time deposits in the 441 banks 
in Missouri. This figure com- 
pares with about $42,000,000 a 
year before some of it was put 
into federal securities, Carpenter 
noted. 

In addition to the $48,000,000 
in securities used for the school 
payments, about $4,000,000 is be- 
ing taken from the state’s active 
accounts in Mercantile Trust Co. 
of St. Louis, the Central Missouri 
Trust Co. of Jefferson City and 
the Commerce Trust Co. of Kan- 
sas City. These banks hold about 
$23,000,000 in active accounts, al- 
though the amount will vary 
from day to day. 

Carpenter said that if a fi- 
nancial pinch develops next 
month he would prefer to draw 
the money from time deposits 
rather than use all of the funds 
in the active accounts. He ex- 
plained that it was not safe to 
let these balances get too low. 

Beginning in February the 
state will receive large tax pay- 
ments which will allow it again 
to build up its bank deposits 
and security investments, the 
treasurer said.

Dr. Middleton was in court 
with his wife, who had remained 
with him throughout the trial for 
four days. He shook hands with 
his attorney, David C. Godfrey, 
and said he was ‘‘very relieved.” 
The penalty on Conviction would 
have been five years to life in 
prison

the jury Godfrey questioned the

Godfrey said the woman was 
a hat-check girl and hostess at 
a cocktail lounge, and continued:

She 
had emotional problems, she had 
marital problems and she came 
back to her husband on July 4 
after a five-day separation. Dr. 
Middleton didn’t rape anyone.” 

The physician had said he 
thought he was the victim of an 
attempted shakedown. 

Dr. Middleton testified on 
cross-examination that he had 
been a patient in a psychiatric 
hospital for one week last spring, 
and that he had pleaded guilty 
to a charge of assault and bat- 
tery at Toledo, O., last Septem- 
ber, and been fined $200. The 
nature of that case was not 
brought out before the jury. Dr. 
Middleton had fired a pen-type 
tear gas device in the face of 
a psychiatrist who found him go- 
ing through a file cabinet in his 
office. 

The prosecutior. was handled 
by Thomas P. Howe, a special 
assistant prosecuting attorney. 
He emphasized. that the woman’s 
husband had used deliberate 
judgment, at first saying to his 
wife, “It’s just our word against 
his. What can we do?” 

Dr. Middleton made his first 
visit to the woman’s home July 
9. He was arrested there three 
days later. 

The woman testified that he 
gave her some oral medicine, 
then injection and finally a 
large white pill which caused 
her to be ‘‘confused.”’ The prose- 
cutor said that after the alleged 
rape the woman was put in a 
cold shower and did not know

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Standing by the U.N. 


The new opportunity for peace in The 
Congo is a victory for the resolute United 
States policy of supporting United Nations 
action, despite critics at home and abroad, 

Under U.N. pressure, Katangas Moise 
Tshombe appealed to President Kennedy for 
mediation. The President responded quickly 
by offering American assistance, but on such 
terms that Tshombe could not pull out of 
negotiations with the Congolese central gov- 
ernment if a cease-fire developed. 

Katanga’s President might never have 
backed down from his secessionist resistance 
if the U.N. had been abandoned by the United 
States and forced to withdraw from Katanga. 
His retreat shows how right Acting Secretary 
of State George Ball was to reject the British 
idea for a premature cease-fire. Negotiations 
for a firm peace must come first. 

Critics complain that the U.N. is trying 
to impose a political settlement »y force. 
That is not true. The U.N. has only limited 
objectives of protecting its position in Ka- 
tanga. Those objectives, Mr. Ball observed, 
were to preserve the freedom of m~-vement 
and of communication which the U.N. forces 
require everywhere in The Congo. 

A cease-fire would have iteft Moise Tshom- 
be’s Katanga government totally secure in its 
secessionist stance, and free to continue to 
use foreign mercenaries. On Nov. 24 the U.N. 
security Council adopted a resolution for 
ending secessionist activities and driving out 
the mercenaries. If the U.N. had stopped 
military action now, it would have admitted 
that it was unable to carry out its Congo 
policy. Its prestige and effectiveness would 
have been impaired. President Kennedy is 
said to have made the decision to back the 
U.N. action on those grounds. 

. ~ ~ 

The reasons for Britain’s weakening of 
U.N. support are not so clear. Unlike France 
which, along with Russia, has refused finan- 
cial backing for The Congo venture, Britain 
had assumed a more moderate position. But 
the Conservative Government evidently has 
heeded pressures from Sir Roy Welensky, 
Prime Minister of the Nyasaland-Rhodesian 
Federation, who reigns for white supremacy 
there while demanding reconciliation for 
neighboring Katanga. The Guardian of Man- 
chester blames Britain’s “patched together” 
policy on Welensky and “the threatened re- 
volt of a few conservatives,” 

In the United States, right-wingers and 
U.N.-baiters have formed a new committee to 
aid Katanga, with the assistance of Senator 
Eastland and Senate Republican Leader Dirk- 
sen. This group holds that the U.N. is help- 
ing Communism by attacking Tshombe. The 
fact is that the Congolese central zovernment 
is anti-Communist, and if it fails to win a uni- 
fied Congo, Communism may enter the 
vacuum. The committee’s plan is less likely 
to stop Communism _ than to stop the U.N. 

~ “ . 

Perhaps the world is no longer surprised 
to see conservatives allied, in a sense, with 
Russia in refusal to work through the U.N. 
Russia’s interest in The Congo is in anarchy 
and subversion. The conservative interest 
lies in preserving a vestige of colonialism if 
not in sabotaging the U.N. 

Colonialism is represented in Katanga by 
the huge Belgian-British-French mining trust, 
Union Miniere. The firm denies it is arming 
Tshombe’s army, but it is undeniably backing 
him. In 1960 it provided 50 millions of the 
$84,000,000 provincial budget while making 
an almost equal profit. To a degree the 
Katanga issue pits this international cartel 
against an international agency. 

It would be thoroughly unwise for the 
United States to make a choice here against 
the international agency. And in a world 
of incessant rising nationalism, it would be 
unrealistic to take sides with the losing 
forces of colonialism. In recognizing as much, 
the United States has for the first time won 
the approval of all 49 Asian-African members 
of the U.N., but that is incidental. The prin- 
cipal benefit of our firm policy is to shore 
up the U.N. in a crisis of defection.

from corporate gifts. That leaves to the gen- 
eral public the small responsibility for 
$40,000, more than half of which ought to be 
raised over the weekend in a door-to-door can- 
vass. St. Louis is said to do less for its edu- 
cational TV in the way of :ndividual gifts 
than most other large cities, and in view of 
the quality of the programs and their general 
approval this is inexplicable. 

The weekend public campaign ought to 
leave no necessity for explanation. 


The Fault of the School Lobby 


American high schools are again under a 
withering fire, this time from President A. 


Whitney Griswold of Yale. He has traced 
the decline of colleges and universities to the 
lack of values and inspiration in the second- 
ary schools, and for these grievous shortcom- 
ings he blames “a militant organization with 
branches in every state and elaborate head- 
quarters in Washington.” That organization, 
of course, is the National Education Associa- 
tion, “the school lobby.” 

Too many universities are being conducted 
on the principle that “the customer is always 
right.” They have become “servicc institu- 
tions” offering whatever is asked of them, 
no’ matter how irrelevant to true education 
and regardless of the waste of talent and 
energy. But more responsible colleges can- 


not perform properly because their students 


are poorly prepared. 

“The high schools are desperately cor- 
rupted,” according to President Griswold, 
“by a methodology of teaching that real- 
ly has the effect of repelling instead of at- 
tracting the ablest teachers.” Further, “the 
whole teacher-training curriculum has been 
frozen into law in many states.” And so 
long as the N.E.A. defends this system of cer- 
tification, it will be hard to find active teach- 
ers who inspire potential teachers. 

In short, educational bureaucrats keep out 
of the schools those who really know, say, 
French or history but lack credits in method- 
ology while those with the required “credits” 
are hired even though they know precious lit- 
tle French or history. 

Growing enrollments have brought a des- 


perate shortage of good teachers. It has be 
come necessary to recruit competent part- 
time teachers, especially  college-educated 
women, regardless of vested interests. The 
N.E.A, would contribute more to the fight for 
federal aid if it did less special pleading and 
paid more attention to the warnings of those 
who are educators rather than educationists 


The Scandalized Exchange 

Disclosures that have followed Edward T. 
McCormick’s resignation under fire as presi- 
dent of the American Stock Exchange are 
still further embarrassing that slready seri- 
ously ¢mbarrassed market, and an air of se- 
crecy has not helped. 

It is now learned that Mr. McCormick was 
charged with having let: Alexander L. Guter- 
ma pay a substantial gambling debt for him 
at a Havana casino in 1956. Guterma, then 
ostensibly a brilliant financier, is now serv- 
ing a prison term of nearly five years for con- 
spiracy and eight to 24 months for acting 
illegally as an agent for the Dominican Re- 
public when he was head of the Mutual 
Broadcasting System. 

The fact that Guterma’s crooked genius 
was based on exploiting a phenomenal grasp 
of the workings of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, and the further fact that 
his offenses involved stock manipulation, are 
bound to raise questions, as yet unanswered, 
about any association Mr. McCormick may 
have had with him. The New York Stock 
Exchange suspended trading in the stocks 
of the Bon Ami company and the F. L. Jacobs 
Co., a Detroit automobile parts maker and 
holding company, when Guterma was In con- 
trol of those corporations. 

The accusations brought against Mr. Mc- 
Cormick impute bad judgment and unfitness 
for the responsibilities of his position, rather 
than any illegality — but that is serious 
enough. His resignation in the face of them 
does not clarify matters at all. SEC’s 
current investigations may be expected to 
strip away the silence from whatever has 
been happening at the American Stock Ex- 
change; but it will be up to whoever is se- 
lected as the exchange’s new president to see 
to it that its business is conducted in a more 
evident atmosphere of openness and forth- 
rightness. 


Skyscraper Spirits 

In the midst of a widespread neglect to 
ward off evil spirts in the “onstruction of 
new buildings, it is reassuring to see the 
Bankers Trust Co. of New York taking a 
sound conservative view. As its new build- 
ing reached the highest point and topping- 
out ceremonies were held, there were hauled 
to the top: 

A jar of chicken blood, a Chinese dodge 
for the Aztec and ancient Roman custom of 
human sacrifices; handcuffs, dating back to 
the pair the Persian general Xerxes threw 
into the Hellespont to immobilize tae water 
spirits that had made one of his bridges col- 
lapse; a small fir tree, a Scandinavian symbol! 
for fruitfulness, health, long life and good 
luck; and sheaves of corn <cnd a basket of 
eggs, signifying wealth, health and happiness. 

That ought to take care of just about, any- 
thing that is likely to come up, out the per- 
fectionist might feel better if a few articles 
had been added that had a specific reference 
to banking. Merely by way of suggestion, say 
a pair of braces to discourage slumps, a cou- 
ple of sofa pillows to cushion any possible 
market readjustments, and a piccolo to in- 
sure that the time will be piping. 


Being Frank With the Voters 

An extraordinarily important assignment 
has been accepted by the citizens’ committee 
which will direct the campaign for the bond 
and tax proposals to be voted on in St. Louis 
next month. Interest will have to be aroused 
in a considerable variety of local improve- 
ments in spite of the distractions of the holi- 
day season. It will have to be sustained 
despite the depressing effect of nost-holiday 
bills. 

Some committee members might feel that 
the job was made unnecessarily difficult by 
scheduling the election for that dreary month 
in which many of us feel more or Jess on the 
verge of bankruptcy. But this typifies the 
frankness with which three bond issues and 
four tax rates are being submitted for ap- 
proval on one day, Jan. 23. 

The proposals of the Tucker administra- 
tion, and those of the school board, the 
City Art Museum, the public :ibrary and the 
zoo might have been presented one at a time 
and at well spaced intervals. Yet this would 
have been less than fully candid, and it would 
have put the taxpayers to the expense of un- 
necessary elections. Quite properly, those 
concerned felt that in recommending new 
public expenditures, they should demonstrate 
their devotion to economy by holding election 
costs to the absolute minimum. 

The voters, after all, can pick and choose. 
tut we trust that the committee will con- 
vince them that every item on the list really 
is essential to the remaking of St. Louis. All 
of them represent sound investments in 
health. redevelopment, education, culture and 
relaxation which are bound to benefit estab- 
lished citizens and attract new residents and 
new activities to the community. 


Mr. Foster’s Slow Start 


Disappointing reports come from Washing- 
ton about the slow start of the new Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency under William 
C. Foster. 

Mr. Foster is supposed io be a highly 
Skilled administrator, and his Republican 
lineage should lift the disarmament agency 
above politics. But evidently he is having 
trouble recruiting personnel because his 
agency just does not have the prestige and 
funds to compete for talent with the potent 
bureaucracies in the Pentagon, the State De- 
partment, Atomic Energy Commission and 
the like. A government which spends 50 
billions a year for arms and two millions for 
disarmament planning can expect the distri- 
bution of its effort to show a similar balance. 


There is one way to right the balance, 
without massive funds, and that is for Presi- 
dent Kennedy to make unmistakably clear to 
his Administration a high priority for. dis- 
armament policy. The President devotes 
hours and hours of Ais time 1o weapons plan- 
ning. If he gave equally constant devotion to 
disarmament as the only plausible goal of na- 
tional policy, Mr. Foster’s agency might gain 
the stature it deserves.

How Russians and Americans See Each Other 


Psychologist Says Removal of Mutual Suspicions Could Ease Tensions 


lrie Bronfenbrenner in 
The Journal of Social Issues 


I was in the Soviet Union during the 
summer of 1960, about a month after 
the U2 incident. The primary purpose 
of my trip was to become acquainted 
with scientific developments in my 
field, social psychology. I wanted also 
to become acquainted with living so- 
cial psychology — the Soviet people 
themselves. 

At first I was troubled only by the 
strange irrationality of the Soviet view 
of the world—especially their gross 
distortion of Amer- 
ican society and 
American foreign 
policy as I knew 

of them to be. But 

then, gradually, 

Public Opinion there came an even 

more disquieting 

| awareness— 

an awareness which I resisted and still 

resist. Slowly and painfully, it forced 

itself upon me that the Russian’s dis- 

torted picture of us was curiously sim- 

ilar to our view. of them —a mirror 
image. 

Let us briefly examine the common 
features in the American and Soviet 
view of each other’s societies. For the 
Russian’s image I drew mainly not on 
official government pronouncements 
but on what was said to me by Soviet 
citizens in the course of our conversa- 
tions. Five major themes stand out. 

1. They are the aggressors. 

The American view: Russia is the 
warmonger bent on imposing its sys- 
tem on the rest of the world. Witness 
Czechoslovakia, Berlin, Hungary, and 
now Cuba and The Congo. The Soviet 
Union consistently blocks Western pro- 
posals for disarmament by refusing 
necessary inspection controls. 

The Soviet view: America is the war- 
monger bent on imposing it. power on 
the rest of the world and on the Soviet 
Union itself. Witness American inter- 
vention in 1918, Western encirclement 
after World War II with American 
troops and bases on every border of 
the U.S.S.R. (West Germany, Norway, 
Turkey, Korea; Japan), intransigence 
over proposals to make Berlin a free 
city, intervention in Korea, Taiwan, 
Lebanon, Guatemala, Cuba. America 
has repeatedly rejected Soviet dis- 
armament proposals while demanding 
the right to inspect within Soviet terri-

tory —finally attempting to .take the 
right by force through deep penetration 
of Soviet air space. 

2. Their government exploits and de- 
ludes the people. 

The American view: Convinced Com- 
munists, who form but a small pro- 
portion of Russia’s population, control 
the government and exploit the society 
and its resources in their own interest. 
To justify their power and expansion- 
ist policies they have to perpetuate a 
war atmosphere and a fear of Western 
aggression. Russian elections are a 
travesty since only one party appears 
on the ballot. The Russian people are 
kept from knowing the truth through a 
controlled radio and press and con- 
formity is insured through stringent 
economic and political sanctions 
against deviant individuals or groups. 

The Soviet view: A capitalistic-mili- 
taristic clique controls the American 
government, the nation’s economic re- 
sources, and its media of communica- 
tion. This group exploits the society 
and its resources. It is in their eco- 
nomic and political interest to main- 
tain a war atmosphere and engage in 
militaristic expansion. Voting in Amer- 
ica is a farce since candidates for both 
parties are selected by the same 
powerful interests leaving nothing to 
chose between. The American people 
are kept from knowing the truth 
through a controlled radio and press 
and through economic and political 
sanctions against liberal elements.

It is easy to recognize the gross dis- 
tortions in the Soviet views summar- 
ized. But it is our own outlook’ com- 
pletely realistic? Are we correct, for 
example, in thinking that the mass of 
the Soviet people would really prefer 
our way of life and are unenthusiastic 
about their own? Certainly the tone 
and tenor of my conversations with So- 
viet citizens hardly support this belief. 

A phenomenon well known to psy- 
chologists is the tendency to assimi- 
late new perceptions to old, and uncon- 
sciously to distort what one sees in 
such a way as to minimize a clash 
with previous expectations. 

Specifically, we strive to keep our 
views of other human beings compati- 
ble with each other. In the face of 
complex social reality, such consisten- 
cy is typically accomplished by obliter- 
ating distinctions and organizing the 
world in terms of artificially simplified 
frames of reference. 

One of the simplest of th 
hence one of the most inviting, is t 
dichotomy of good and bad. Hen 
often perceive others, be they individ- 
uals, groups, or even whole soci ; 
as simply ‘‘good” or “bad.” Once 
this fateful decision is made, the ri 
is easy, for the ‘‘good”. person or 
group can have only desirable social 
characteristics and the “‘bad’’ can have 
only reprehensible traits. And once 
this is established, it is extremely dif- 
ficult to alter. 

Is not our hope to bring an end to 
the cold war and, above all, to avoid 
the holocaust of a hot one? Herein 
lies the terrible danger of the distorted 
mirror image, for it is characteristic 
of such images that they are self- 
confirming; that fs, each party, often 
against its own wishes, is increasingly 
driven to behave in a manner which 
fulfills the expectations of the other. 

We must do everything we can to 
break down the psychological barrier 
that prevents both us and the Russians 
from seeing each other and ourselves 
as we really are. If we can succeed 
in dispelling the Soviet Union’s bogey- 
man picture of America, we stand to 
gain, for to the same degree that mili- 
tant Communism thrives in a context 
of external threat, it is weakened as 
this threat is reduced.

The average real estate inves- 
tor has the impression that meat 
properties are bought more by 
“feel” than “‘facts.”’ 

This conclusion stems from the 
Vague answer he receives when 
he asks a real estate professional 
why a certain property was pur- 
chased. The professional usually 
begins with phrases such as, 
“Well, based on my experience 
in this kind of deal,” and goes 
on in equally cloudy and unspeci- 
fied language. This leaves the 
average investor entirely in the 
dark and without any clear idea 
as to how the value and poten- 
tial of a property is actually cal- 
culated. 

A serious problem, therefore 
confronts the investor when he 
must decide which of a number 
of syndications presented to him 
he should invest in. He is at a 
loss for he knows of no syste- 
matic approach that has been 
developed whereby he can em- 
ploy acceptable professional 
standards to guide him in his 
choice, 


Facts, Figures. 

Now, however, Abingdon Real- 
ty Fund, a New York realty 
investment firm, has come up 
with a key to the investor's 
problem. A property evaluation 
system for realty investors has 
been devised by Edward S. Sing- 
er, managing partner of Abing 
don, with technical assistance by 
Theodore J. Powers of the ap- 
praisal department of Abbott & 
Adams, Inc. It has been pi 
lished by Abingdon in a booklet 
entitled ‘‘Investor’s Guide for 
Apartment House Syndications.”’ 
It is available free upon request 
to Abingdon Realty Fund, 292 
Madison avenue, New York 17, 
 & s 

The basic goal of the guide, 
Singer explained, is to reduce to 
a simple understandable grading 
system the numerous factors, in- 
tangible as well as tangible, that 
are employed by real estate pro- 
fessionals in evaluating property 
for the use of investors 

The heart of the Abingdon sys- 
tem is the Abingdon Property 
Value Index Rating Sheet. Un- 
der the Index, information about 
an Apartment House investment 
is broken down into categories: 
Building, Rental, Location, and 
Operating Figures. Each of the 
categories has components which 
@re scored individually depend- 
ing on the circumstances in- 
volved, For instance under Build- 
ing Information there are: 1) 
Room Sizes, with a guide as to 
what be considered large or 
email; 2 Physical Characteristics, 
whereby the degree of the upkeep 
and maintenance is graded: 3) 
Construtcion, where the type of 
exterior of the building is con- 
sidered as a factor. 

A total number of points 
awarded as a score for the in- 
vestment. According to the In- 
vestment Index, a property scor- 
ing between 80 and 100 points is 
considered a good buy; if it 
scores between 73 and 79 points, 
it is a possibility for purchase, 
but if it scores below 73, ex- 
treme caution should be exer- 
cised before investing, 


Investor Evaluates. 

The use of this guide enables 
the. investor to evaluate any 
apartment houses offered to him 
for his participation. He does 
not have to physically inspect 
the property and he does not 
have to rely on instinct or hear- 
say about the deal. All he has 
to do is to apply the Index to 
the facts offered in the litera- 
ture accompanying the deal and 
he will be given a rating of de- 
sirability. The investor is cau- 
tioned, however, that this tool, 
like any other investment tool, 
be used as a guide, not as the 
sole answer. 

All the facts and their weight- 
ings have been determined and 
established only after much 
work and research into the 
makeup and components of suc- 
cessful deals that have been 
bought in the past. 

The booklet is designed pri- 
marily for the use of investors 
interested in pariticipating in 
apartment house syndicates, 

As an examle of how the In- 
dex would work, the booklet in- 
cludes an analysis of a realty 
offering consisting of the six- 
story self-service elevator apart- 
ment houses.. The apartment 
houses are scored according to 
the Abingdon point system. In- 
dicated here is the Abingdon 
Property Value Rating Sheet 
and an example of an index ap- 
plied to the apartment house of- 
fering. (See adjoining columns.)

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Oldsters 
Would Stay, 
Not Move 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C, (UPI) = 
Where do older persons want to 
live? Right where they've lived 
all their lives, says a housing 
markets expert. 

Alfred K. Eckersberg of Real 
Estate Research Corporation af 
Chicago, writing in the latest is 
sue of Urban Land, asserted that 
“the biggest market” for houg 
ing older people ‘‘is in or near 
the cormmunities where the elder 
ly now live.”” Urban Land ig 
published monthly by Urbda 
Land Institute. 

According to Eckersberg, 
studies have shown that “four 
out of five older families want to 
stay in their home community or 
nearby. An estimate has been 
made that only one-half of 1 per 
cent of the elderly move to dis« 
tant states and only 2 per cent of 
such northern residents move 
south,”’ 


Eckersberg suggests elderly 
housing falls into two types: 
Units for independent living and 
for group living. Houses, apart- 
ments, flats and mobile ‘homes 
are the first kind, Hotels, room- 
ing houses, clubs, Y's, nursing 
and convalescence homes pro- 
vide for group living. 

“Since about two-thirds of the 
elderly households own their 
own homes, it would appear that 
independent housing would be 
more strongly in demand in the 
early part of the senior years,” 
writes Eckersberg.. ‘‘Then group 
housing could be provided for 
older people.” 

Eckersberg makes these other 
points about elderly housing: 

— Conventional loan money 
“has been restricted’ because 
lenders are afraid the borrower 
will die before the loan is paid 
off, 

~Most institutional housing 
for the elderly has been for those 
who can afford to pay large sums 
for care and service or for per- 
sons of very low income. 

—Projects should be near pub- 
lic transportation or within 
walking distance of stores, li- 
braries, doctors’ offices and oth- 
er community facilities. Use of 
private cars decreases with age, 

—Houses and apartments 
should have _ skid-proof floors, 
grab bars at bathtub and show- 
er, flat threshholds, sit-down 
counter space in the kitchen, 

—The 1960 census recorded 
nearly 16.6 million persons in the 
United States who were 65 or 
older. That was five times as 
many as in 1900. Since then, 
average life expectancy has ris- 
en by 22.2 years to 67 years for 
men and 73 years for women,

MR. KENNEDY TO DIEM 
Dear Mr. President: 


I have received your recent 
letter in which you described so 
cogently the dangerous condition 
caused by North Viet Nam's 
efforts to take over your coun- 
try.

GOLD RESERVES DECLINE 
TO LOWEST LEVEL SINCE '39 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
United States gold reserves de- 
creased by $51,000,000 dollars 
during the week ended yester- 
dav, the Federal Reserve Board 
reported. 

The loss was the third in six 


weeks. The stockpile remained , 


unchanged in the other three 
weeks. The decline dropped the 
stockpile to $16,925,000,000, the 
lowest since the same figure for 
the week ended Sept. 27, 1939 

The gold loss to date for the 
year totals $842,000,000. In 1960 
the total loss was almost $1,700,- 
000,000. As customary, reserve 
spokesmen declined to comment 
on the latest sale of gold 
foreign sources 

Just three weeks ago the 
United States sold nearly $300.- 
000,000 to Great Britain. That 
was the greatest one-week gold 
loss in history. 

Meanwhile, during the week 
bank lending capacity, a key 
indicator. of general credit con- 
ditions, expanded. Reserve fig- 
ures showed that member banks 
had free reserves averaging 
$553,000,000 daily during the 
week compared with a revised 
figure of $509,000,000 for the 
previous week. 

Free reserves, the difference 
between excess reserves and bor- 
rowings from the Federal Re- 
serve System, are a measure- 
ment of lending capacity.

Oh, and also call his attention to that bit about 
money not growing on trees—not to subject him to any 
tiresome nagging in the matter, but because it’s such 
a well-turned phrase that maybe he might work it 
into an English theme or something, 

Just in case he might find some such use for it, I 
have pasted it in the lining of his hat which, I have 
only just now noticed, he went off without.

Snakes, Tarantulas Are Lovable to Collectors 


Writer Recalls Animal-Gathering Trips to

FEVERISH and surrounded by 
hot water bottles, the baby go- 
rilla cuddled miserably in a pink 
baby blanket. His cradle was in- 
stalled conveniently near the 
desk of R. Marlin Perkins, di- 
rector of Chicago’s Lincoln Park 
Zoo, formerly at the St. Louis 
Zoo. At odd moments Perkins 
reached over, fished the homely 
little animal out of its nest and 
rocked it in his arms. 


“He has a psychosomatic cold 
because he misses his mother,” 
Perkins remarked about his 
arrival from Africa. “It could 
develop into pneumonia. He 
won’t get well unless I give him 
plenty of T.L.C.—tender loving 
care.”’ 

Certainly when Perkins picked 
up the young ape and cradled it 
in his arms, its labored breath- 
ing eased. A few days later 
when I visited Perkins again, 
the gorilla, quite recovered, was 


frisking about eating a bananac 


and: batting at a rubber tire 
suspended from the roof of its 
cage. 

All this was some years ago. 
I was calling on Perkins for fi- 
nal instructions regarding small 
reptiles and amphibians he 
wanted me to collect for him in 
South America and the Antilles. 
I admitted to myself that Per- 
kins’s emotional involvement 
with the sniffling simian was 
difficult to understand, even 
though I had been an animal 
collector myself for many years. 

My first collecting had begun 
at the age of 11 when I rescued 
four thumbnail-sized sunfish and 
a baby catfish from a muddy 
footprint in a shrunken river 
outside Chicago. Thirteen years 
later, as a travel writer, I be- 
came an amateur collector for 
the Shedd Aquarium, the Lincoln 
Park Zoo and the Chicago Mu- 
seum of Natural History. Later 
I sent specimens also to the 
Royal Zoological Society, popu- 
larly known as the London Zoo. 

As I watched Perkins with the 
young ape, I reflected that nat- 
uralists and animal collectors are 
@ special breed of men. Long 
and intimate association with 
their feathered, furred or scaly 
charges produces a gentle, af- 
fectionate atmosphere full of a 
euphoria which St. Francis of 
Assisi would find very familiar. 
The more difficult a beast is to 
find and the more repulsive it is, 
the more tenderly a naturalist 
regards it. 

For a long time I could not 
understand this over-all enthus- 
iasm, Initially 1 much preferred 
my mere beautiful specimens. 
In the Antilles, a small, gentle, 
jewel-like house lizard which re- 
sembled a lapel pin designed by 
Salvador Dali was far more 
fetching to me than the staring, 
impervious toad Bufo marinus or 
the black, hairy, venomous ta- 
rantula, as big as a man’s fist. 

I did not realize how pro- 


, Vincial my attiude was until 


- halfway through my first South 
American tour. Alois Strympl, 
an old Czech entomologist at 
the Museo Goeldi in Belem, 
Brazil, gently reproached me: 
“If you don’t love the ugly an- 
imals, who will?” 


His question brought me up 
short. I realized I had missed 
entirely the real spirit of animal 
collecting. Originally I had tak- 
en up collecting partly as a 
pleasant, interesting source of 
supplementary income. A free- 
lance travel writer without such 
reserves often winds up ma- 
rooned and washing dishes high 
in the Andes. 

Moreover, the late Kari P. 
Schmidt, then curator of reptiles 
at the Chicago Museum of Nat- 
ural History, told me that not 
only was animal collecting one 
of the quickest ways to get to 
know a country really well, but 
that the local naturalists were 
usually the best and most ac- 
curate sources of information on 
a remote region. These men, he 
said, were often considered mild- 
ly mad by the local populace, 
and thus were allowed to wan- 
der unmolested through oppos- 
ing revolutionary armies and 
into religious ceremonies, areas 
where the average intruder 
would be thrown out on his ear. 

In Port-au-Prince, Haiti lived 
just such a man, the descend- 
ant of a distinguished Boston 
family. I shall call him Christo- 
pher Cabot for convenience. 
Because of the Oriental Exclu- 


sion Act, Cabot had been unable 
to bring his Tahitian wife, seven 
children and Tahitian cousin 
Charlie into the United States 
for permanent residence. So they 
had all settled down in a ram- 
bling whitewashed colonial man- 
sion set in a walled garden in a 
Port-au-Prince suburb. Here the 
family liked to wear Tahitian 
pareus. To his red-and-white- 
flowered wraparound skirt, Cab- 
ot always added a blue flannel 
eastern prep school blazer when 
he went up the hill to the Ameri- 
can Embassy to collect his mail. 

When I met Cabot he had re- 
cently switched from Christian- 
ity to Mohammedanism. He 
liked to perform ritual Moslem 
eblutions in the open water tank 
of his back yard, which infuri- 
ated his neizhbors. He was also 
a voodoo priest of some repute. 
He said he had been initiated 
into the cult by a practicing 
Philadelphia houngan, or voo- 
doo priest, named James Healy. 
Cabot was also a respected and 
valued: contributor to one of the 
America’s foremost scientific in- 
stitutions. He said that the 
social connections he had made 
through his other activities had 
been most helpful to his main 
vocation, animal collecting. 
Friends from all over the coun- 
try brought or sent him beasts. 
In his walled, wild garden he 
had liberated a pair of almost 
every animal species to be 
found in Haiti. By the time I 
knew him, you had to be careful 
where you walked. 


It was Cabot who showed me 
how to set up a collecting sta- 
tion. One of the secrets of 
acquiring small animals is that 
you do not need to do any more 
of the work than you want to. 
You inform the local population 
that you will pay a few cents 
apiece for specimens of wild 
life in good condition. In a primi- 
tive economy, this is big money. 
One 8-year-old eager beaver 
temporarily made higher wages 
scooping up animals for me than 
his father did at agricultural 
labor. 


Once you. persuade your 
helpers that oddly-colored 
chickens and three-legged 
mongrel dogs are not accept- 
able, desirable specimens roll 
in by the dozen. I grew accus- 
tomed to being awakened at 
odd hours by barefoot moun- 
tainers with a yard of gentle 
green tree snake wrapped 
around thelr wrists, or by 
small boys carrying jars of 
assorted lizards and frogs. 
Once a beaming 3-year-old 
walked a long way to bring 
me a hairy, venemous tarantu- 
la which he proudly displayed 
in his chubby fist. Of course, 
for the fun of it I often went 
on location to capture some of 
the beasts niyself, 


One of the few unpleasant as- 
pects of this kind of collecting is 
that many specimens arrive 
minus an eye, a leg or other 
parts. These wounded animals I 
used to liberate. They soon 


learned the feeding time of the 
perfect beasts I was holding for 
shipment. At that hour, a pitiful 
procession of the lame, the halt 
and the blind hopped, stumbled 
and wiggled from hiding for a 
handout. Since these animals 
could not fend for themselves 
any more, I knew that they 
would quickly starve when 1 left. 
Yet I never could bring myself 
to dispatch them forthwith. 
Cabot also initiated me into 
the techniques of correct packing 
for air express shipment, Rep- 
tiles and amphibians are ideal 
for this kind of transport. Be- 
cause of slow metabolism, they 
do not resent being packed:into 
damp leaf mold with a minimum 
of oxygen. More than one speci- 
men may be placed in a con- 
tainer provided they are not of 
widely varying sizes. If there is 
too much variance, the larger 
ones must be enclosed first in 
individual cloth sacks. 


Ignorance of ‘his elementary 
precaution cost me a large part 
of my first shipment. I had put 
a batch of tree snakes and frogs 
in the same large tin container 
and left them with Cabot for the 
night. (The servants at my hotel 
had by that time decided that 
I was a witch and used the ani- 
mals for black magic, so the 
manager had politely requested 
that I keep my animals else 
where), 

In the morning when I went to 
pick up my beasts, Cabot met 
me at the gate, He had large 
dark circles under his eyes. 

“I’ve been sitting up all 
night with your sick snakes,” he 
said reproachfully. Opening the 
can, he showed me the contents 
several dangerously bloated tree 
snakes but not a frog left. 


In spite of every conceivable 
precaution, containers and label- 
ing presented equal possibilities 
for error. Once I lost a valuable 
boa constrictor on an airplane 
between Recife, Brazil, and Da- 
kar, French West Africa. Ami- 
able as the airline had been 
about my beasts, I did not dare 
tell them my snake was missing. 
For months I was haunted by 
visions of it traveling back and 
forth across the Atlantic grow- 
ing larger and larger while the 
puzzled airline tried to account 
for missing passengers. 


A shipment of frogs from Cuba 
to Schmidt at the Chicago mu- 
seum was labeled ‘“‘Live Frogs: 
Be Careful Lest They Escape!” 
in French, Portugese and 
Spanish. But I forgot to write 
it in English. Schmidt’s helper 
eagerly unpacked the box in the 
museum’s main hall and three 
dozen lively frogs hopped out 
and scatterei jubilantly in all 
directions. A day later they 
were all found swimming around 
in the toilet bowls of the base- 
ment ladies recom. 

Airlines liked the publicity 
value of my shipments and 
usually were most co-operative. 
But local custom officials gen- 
erally were not. On one occasion 
I was boarding an airplané in 
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the Dominican Republic with a 
giant can of lizards and snakes 
when authority in a peaked cap 
and black hairline mustache 
stopped me at the gate. 


I had explained earlier that | 
was taking the animals out of 
the republic, but two minutes 
before plane time he suddenly 
realized he did not know why 
they were leaving. Before I 
might depart, he said, I had to 
explain. 


First I tried to tell him about 
the museum in Chicago. He 
had never heard of a museum 
of any kind. Then I tried my 
dazzler on him. This was a 
special tri-lingual document 
provided by Schmidt. It stated 
that as a friend of the museum 
I was a personage of great 
importance and to thwart me 
was perilous. Attached to the 
corner of the paper was a

The dazzler did its work. As 
the plane revved its motors 
impatiently, the inspector 
handed back my snakes and 
lizzards.

Biography of a Fire: Drama and Disaster 


“ Residents of Los Angeles Hill Witnessed Destruction of 


By Dial Torgerson 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 15 (AP). 

IT IS MONDAY, Nov. 6. The 
dawn is bright and clear. Visi- 
bility. is unlimited. 

From the crest of the Holly- 
wood Hills, where Mulholland 
drive follows a meandering 
ridgeline, you can see north 
across the San Fernando valley 
to the mountains separating the 
green suburbs from the desert. 

To the south are brush-covered 
slopes dropping away to the 
mansion-clad ridges and canyons 
of Bel-Air, where swimming 
pools gleam in the morning sun 
like blue-green jewels. Beyond 
lie Sunset Boulevard, Los An- 
geles and the sea 

If there is the least hint of 
disaster, it is in the wind. 

It's a Santa Ana, the “devil 
wind” of seafarers’ lore, which 
sweeps suddenly from the desert 
and howls through the canyon 
passes to the sea. 

Film producer Keith Daniels 
feels it against his face, hot and 
dry as chalk, as he shows break- 
fast guests the view from his 
home on Mulholland drive. Sud- 
denly he asks singer Billy 
Vaughn 

“Isn't that a little fire, 
there in the canyon?” 

The time is 8:10 a.m 

A puff of smoke rices a ouar- 
ter of a mile north of Daniels’s 
home 

“You'd better cali the fire de- 
partment,” Billy,’ says Daniels. 

At this same moment, in Bel- 
Air, nearly four miles closer to 
Los Angeles, actor Burt Lancas- 
ter wheels his bricht-red sports 
car from the driveway of his 
stately coloniel-style home 
which he wiil never see acain.

And at Mountain Patrol Sta- 
tion 2, on Mulholland drive two 
miles west of Daniels’s home, two 
fire chiefs are talking about the 
wind.

(‘‘Loom”’ is fireman’s phrase- 
ology for a brushfire’s smoke 
cloud.) 

Daniels and Vaughn try to 
save Daniels’s house with gar- 
den hoses as the fire sweeps 
up the slopes toward them at 
almost the speed of the wind 
—35 m.p.h. 

“It seems like it exploded,” 
Daniels said afterward. ‘Sud- 
denly there were flames all 
over. We smashed a picture win- 
dow with a rock and dived into 
the house. I was so excited, I 
even took the hose with me.” 

8:17. Chief Moore, seven pieces 
of equipment’ and 20 men reach 
the head of the fire. It is mov- 
ing fast and spreading out. 

Flaming brush, flung by the 
wind, is touching off new blazes 
200 and 300 yards ahead of the 
main fire.

Two dry years in succession 
have left the chaparral which 
covers Southern California’s 
mountain flanks dry and anxious 
to burn. To touch it off takes 
just a spark. A rain of blazing 
brush and cinders keeps a fire 
moving, makes it almost impos- 
sible to stop. 

Moore’s men can’t halt it. 
They save Daniels’s home—with 
$10,000 damage. But then the 
flames jump Mulholland and 
race downhill toward the homes 
of Bel-Air. 

8:20. Chief Sawyer reaches 
the scene. He declares it a 
major emergency. Fire units 
from all over the city are rush- 
ing to assist. Mee 

8:30. Mrs. Connie Wulffson, 
46, is doing laundry at her $40,- 
000 home on Roscomare road 
when she hears a fire engine. She 
looks idly out the window and 
is unimpressed. “It isn’t a 
very big fire engine,”’ she tells 
hegself. 

:45. Firemen are retreating 
before the tlames. Homes on 
Upper Roscomare road are en- 
dangered. The smoke has risen 
a mile in the sky and is drifting 
south across the city. 

9:00. N. J. Freis, 74, is leav- 
ing his home on Somera road 
to go to work. His wife, Ger- 
trude, 73, calls his attention to 
the smoke. ‘Call me at the 
office if it gets worse,’ says 
F reis. 

Two canyons to the west, Alvin 
Moscow arrives at the home of 
Richard M. Nixon. He is doing 
research for a book the former 
Vice President is writing. He 
doesn’t worry much about the 
smoke on the horizon. He has 
work to do. 

Police order residents to evac- 
uate Upper Roscomare road. It 
runs up a long, steep-sided can- 
yon from the heart of Bel-Air, 
near Sunset boulevard, into the 
Brown hills at Mulholland drive. 
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Aftermath of fire on Chalon road in the Bel-Air district of the Los Angeles hills is shown in 
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this picture. Damage has been 


estimated at $24,000,000. Some of the large, expensive homes were not fully insured. 


Busses evacuate students from 
Roscomare Elementary School. 
9: 05 Homes are aflame on 
Upper Riscomare road. .

It’s faintly true that not smoking and gaining 
weight sometimes go together—but not always. The 
connection is indirect only. People, especially high- 
strung ones, “just have to be doing something” all the 
time, whether it’s eating, smoking, knitting, whittling, 
crocheting or working crossword puzzies. It’s not un- 
common for a person to substitute one habit for an- 
other. 

Smoking before meals dulis the taste very slightly and 
thus helps one not much, But it’s a minor factor 

Of course your two or three packs a day is excessive. 
I'd suggest that you limit the time of day in which you smoke. 
Say you decide you won’t smoke until you have one cigarette 
before lunch; then one at mid-afternoon, one before dinner, 
one after dinner. This plan allows some ‘‘slipping’’ in your 
good resolve while still allowing you to get through the day 
on, say, no more than 10 cigarettes. Or better, eight, or six.
